RESIDENTS of Minerva House in 
Ramsgate are breathing a sigh of relief. 

They have been buoyed by the news that their 
fight to have their monthly service charge 
reduced has been successful. 

Retirement housing company the Hyde Group 
has been told it will have to renegotiate with 
residents over the service charge. 

In February, the residents, many of whom are 
elderly and disabled, hit out at Hyde’s charity 
arm In Touch after it tried to implement a hefty 
price hike. 

Initially the company tried to raise the figure by 
more than £100, from £161 per month to £279, 
but the 24 leaseholders vowed to fight the decision 
and agreed with Hyde to move the matter to a 
Leasehold Valuation Trubunal. 

An interim figure of £184 was agreed on by both 
parties until the findings the tribunal’s hearing. 

It eventually settled on a figure of £152 per flat 
per month. 

Minerva’s Sue Blake puts the result down to 
community spirit and people power. 

She said: “We just decided that we weren’t 
going to lie back and let this happen - it was so 
unfair so we got together and decided to act.” 

A spokesman for the Hyde Group said: ‘We 
shall take forward lessons learned from the out¬ 
come of the tribunal. We’ll consider the issues 
highlighted and learn from its recommendations. 

“Most specifically, we will continue to build on 
improving communications between In Touch 
and residents at Minerva House.” 

Former policeman Norman Still, 73, led the 
fight on behalf of the residents and he was 
praised at the tribunal for the thorough and 
concise nature of his reports. 

Mrs Blake said: “He has been great, a real star, 
and even cut short his holiday by three days to 
come back for the tribunal.”

New warning to fit 
smoke alarms after 
families' lucky escapes 


FOUR people were rescued 
by firefighters from two 
separate house fires on the 
same morning last week. 

The first incident was at 5am on 
Tuesday at a first-floor flat in 
Ethelbert Terrace, Westgate on Sea, 
when crews from Margate and 
Westgate were called to tackle a 
kitchen on fire. 

Two women were rescued from the 
flat, and one of them was suffering 
from smoke inhalation. 

Westgate crew manager, Steve 
Wright, said: “This incident could 
have been much more serious, as 
there were no smoke alarms fitted in 
the flat. 

“I would urge all residents to 
ensure they have smoke alarms fit¬ 
ted on each floor of their home, as 
they provide vital early warning of 
fire, giving you a more chance of 
escaping uninjured.” 

The fire is being treated as acci¬ 
dental and is believed to have start¬ 
ed in a microwave. 

In a later incident, fire crews were 
called to a house fire in Royal Close, 
Broadstairs, just after 7.30am. 

An 11-year-old girl discovered a 
fire in the downstairs of the home 
and quickly alerted her mother, but 
they and their Staffordshire terrier 
puppy were trapped in an upstairs 
bedroom. 

While crews were on their way 
to the blaze, fire control operator 
Caroline Spicer talked with the 
woman and gave her some vital 
guidance. 

She said: “The mother and child 
had no means of escape due to the

smoke from the blaze, so I estab¬ 
lished which room they were in and 
advised them to keep the door 
closed. 

“I told them to place some clothing 
or bedding at the bottom of the door 
to prevent smoke from entering the 
room, buying them valuable time 
until crews arrived.” 

Firefighters used a ladder to rescue 
the woman, child and their puppy, 
Missy, from the upstairs window. 
They carried out a full search of the 
building. 

Thanet watch manager, Paul 
Moore, said the family was lucky to 
get out alive, as the smoke alarms 
were not working. 

He said: “I cannot emphasise 
enough the importance of ensuring 
your smoke alarms are in working 
order. If the fire had broken out dur¬ 
ing the night we may well have 
arrived to find fatalities. 

“If anyone is unsure whether their 
smoke alarms are working I would 
urge them to contact Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service for free and we will 
come and carry out a free home fire 
safety check. We will check your 
alarms for you and fit new ones if 
required.” 

This fire is believed to have been 
caused by a candle that had been left 
burning overnight. 

The property sustained severe 
smoke damage and the residents 
have been temporarily re-housed.

A MAN has been sentenced to two 
years in prison after admitting 
the manslaughter of his brother in 
February. 

Louis Lumpkin, 28, of Artillery 
Road, Ramsgate, stabbed 26-year-old 
Gary Lumpkin at their mother’s 
address in Northdown Road in Clif- 
tonville after what the court was told 
was provocation by his younger sib¬ 
ling all day. 

The judge told Maidstone Crown 
Court on Tuesday last week that the 
case was one of human tragedy as 
opposed to human wickedness. 

The family and friends had met at 
the Cliftonville address on February 
24 for Sunday lunch and to watch the 
Carling Cup final together. 

The brothers played on the comput¬ 
er, ate dinner, watched the match and 
drank a lot of alcohol throughout the 
afternoon and evening but then start¬ 
ed bickering. 

This led to a fight in the flat in the 
evening in which Louis was hit over 
the head and was bleeding. 

Their mother spilt them up. They 
then went back to playing on the 
computer but were still arguing. 

Ambulance crews called for police 
to come to the address at 12.15am on 
Monday morning as they had reports 
that a person had been stabbed. 
Louis made the call. 

Police went to the scene and a 
Margate patrol officer attempted to 
resuscitate Gary before paramedics 
arrived, but he was unsuccessful and 
ambulance crews pronounced him 
dead at 12.45am. 

A post-mortem examination was 
conducted on the Monday and found 
eight stab wounds, the fatal one hav¬ 
ing pierced Gary’s heart. 

Louis Lumpkin’s family and friends 
were in court for the hearing.

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Monks close 

their doors to 
congregation 

Church closure means parishioners sent elsewhere 


DOZENS of worshippers face 
an uncertain future after 
monks announced they were 
to close a Ramsgate church. 

The congregation of St Benedict’s 
Roman Catholic Church in Whitehall 
Road will lose access to the church at 
the end of the year. 

The church will close its doors for 
the last time on December 31, leaving 
some 70 people without their regular 
place of worship. 

Occasional congregation member 
Anne Buckley said: “It’s such a shame, 
a real disappointment. I feel strongly 
about this because I know the elderly 
people view it as more than just a 
church. 

“It’s a real community place for 
them to go to and I don’t think it 
should close without people knowing 
about it. It’s been done very quietly.” 

The monks who run the church 
want to withdraw back into the 
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monastic lifestyle and the parish will 
be amalgamated with another. 

The congregation was given the 
opportunity to comment on the plans 
earlier this month, but people’s com¬ 
ments seem to have been overruled 
and the decision to close taken. 

The parish priest, Father Benedict 
Austen, said: “The church will close at 
the end of 2008. This results in a 
shortage of priests at St Augustine’s 
Abbey, which has supplied priests for 
St Benedict’s since 1932. 

“The Benedictine community at St 
Augustine’s has with regret over 
recent decades withdrawn gradually 
from pastoral work in Thanet. 

“As it has done so, the bishop has 
been able to supply priests to take their 
place, but in the case of St Mildred’s in 
Minster and St Benedict’s and St 
Augustine’s, Ramsgate, this has not 


been possible, hence they will cease to 
be parish churches, and St Benedict’s 
will cease to be a 'church of ease’.” 

He added: “The Thanet Deanery [all 
Roman Catholic churches in Thanet] 
is reorganising into four pastoral 
centres, with the result that the con¬ 
gregations of St Augustine’s and 
St Benedict’s will merge with that of 
St Ethelbert and Gertrude, Ramsgate, 
to form a new parish. 

“St Augustine’s Church will remain 
as such, but only for the monastic 
liturgy and no longer for parish wor¬ 
ship - although it will remain open for 
those wishing to attend this liturgy.” 

The congregation now has the 
option of joining fellow Catholics at 
nearby St Ethelbert’s in Hereson 
Road, but Anne thinks many will not 
as they were not keen on the change. 

She said: “Most are elderly and 65- 
plus, and won’t go anymore. They 
have been in this church a long time 
and it seems unfair.”

Quex board positive 
for future despite 
board resignations 


THE board of the Powell Cotton 
Museum insists that the attraction 
still has a bright future despite 
three of its members quitting. 

A statement issued on behalf of 
the charity by Keith Dunmall, its 
education and learning officer, 
comes two weeks after the resig¬ 
nation of three board members. It 
reads “The Powell Cotton Museum 
regrets the resignation of three 
Thanet District Council councillors” 
but does not detail why they left. 

A fortnight ago, councillors Alas- 
dair Bruce, Mick Tomlinson and 
Judith Russell resigned just ahead 
of the annual general meeting, 
citing a “breakdown of communi¬ 
cation” with chairman Michael 
Garrett as the reason. 

They vowed not to return as long 
as he remained in position. 

Since the announcement, another 
councillor, Birchington North’s 
Simon Day, has also left. 

It means just nine trustees will 
now decide the course for the future. 
A Quex spokesman said that this 
was “more than enough”. 


The AGM went ahead and offic¬ 
ials say the museum, following 
recent changes in charity law, has to 
implement “updates that need to be 
made in order to meet the changing 
social climate of the 21st century”. 

The Birchington museum is part 
of Quex House and gardens, and 
board members say actions taken at 
the AGM will introduce “procedures 
to ensure all stakeholders benefit 
from a well-run museum, from the 
board to local visitors, national pub¬ 
lic, international scientists and aca¬ 
demics who value its resources.” 

An executive committee has been 
created to “move the museum for¬ 
ward”. 

The trustees say they want to 
have input from visitors and sup¬ 
porters who may want to contribute 
thoughts and ideas on how the 
museum functions. 

The AGM was attended by rep¬ 
resentatives of the British Museum, 
Zoological Society of London, the Uni¬ 
versity of Kent, Kent County Council, 
Quex Museum Enterprises Limited 
and museum trustees and staff.

Late-fliglit fines set to 
benefit worthy causes 


COMPENSATION money that 
airlines have to pay to after rule¬ 
breaking night flights will be 
handed over next month. 

Airlines using Kent International Airport 
at Manston are fined when the flights enter 
local airspace during times deemed disrup¬ 
tive to the community below - and some 
£2,400 has been designated. 

Every time flights land between 11pm and 
7 am the offending operator has to pay a fine 
which is later redistributed to good causes. 

The contributions apply to planes that regis¬ 
ter a noise quota count of four or more. 

The chairman of the Kent International 
Consultative Committee (KIACC), Paul Twy- 
man, said: “Although these are often referred 
to as fines, they are really a form of compen¬ 
sation. We have a sub-committee which looks 
at applications. 

He added: “Some people complain about air¬ 
craft noise, so it’s useful to have a scheme which 
to some extent compensates the local area.” 

Among the projects to receive money will be 
the Monkton Village Hall Committee, which 
gets £500 for replacement chairs. 
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Cliffsend Village Hall Management Com¬ 
mittee will receive £400 for a new stage light¬ 
ing system. 

An application for £1,000 from the Newington 
Community Association in Ramsgate has also 
been approved under the terms of the Manston 
Airport Community Fund. 

It will use it for a new computer room for 
back-to-work courses for local people. 

Herne and Broomfield Parish Council will 
also benefit from cash. 

The village near Heme Bay is also under the 
flight-path of Manston planes and has been 
awarded £500 towards sports training ses¬ 
sions for youngsters. 

Representatives of the community projects 
will be invited to KIAC’s annual public meet¬ 
ing next month to receive their cheques. 

Mr Twyman said: “The Kent International 
Airport Consultative Committee usually 
meets in private, but its constitution allows 
one meeting a year to be held in public. 

“Anyone with a serious interest in the air¬ 
port and its future development will find that 


we have a very interesting agenda for this 
meeting. This is a good opportunity for the 
public to listen to our wide-ranging discus¬ 
sions and also have the chance to make their 
views known.” 

The next meeting of the committee has been 
billed as especially important by Mr Twyman 
in light of the airport’s plans for massive 
expansion, recently revealed by Infratil. 

He said: “This meeting comes at probably 
the most important time in the airport’s his¬ 
tory since the end of the Second World War. 

“The owners, Infratil, have just issued their 
masterplan for the future development of the 
airport. After consultation, this will feed into 
Thanet council’s planning process. 

“The consultative committee, as the statuto¬ 
ry body advising on community views, is look¬ 
ing forward to an interesting public debate.” 

“As well as the masterplan, there will be a 
discussion on Kent County Council’s views on 
the airport, with a cabinet member making a 
presentation, and the Environment Agency 
has been invited to send representatives to 
answer queries about pollution.”

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Plight of isle's homeless 
not home out by survey 


THE true extent of the homeless¬ 
ness problem in Thanet is being 
undermined by the way in which 
numbers are collated, according to a 
leading charity 

Figures issued last week showed that just one 
person was sleeping rough in Thanet, with evi¬ 
dence of one more, during an annual check in the 
district by Porchlight. 

It conducted a survey in six districts in Kent as 
part of the eighth Kent-wide rough sleeper count. 

The districts were Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Ashford and Swale, but 
Porchlight says the results are ambiguous as 
certain stipulations govern who can and who 
can’t be classed as a rough sleeper. 

For instance, if a person is sitting up in 
their bedding materials in a doorway, then they 
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cannot be counted as an actual rough sleeper. 

The rules are proving difficult for the charity, 
which says they do not give an accurate represen¬ 
tation of the problem. 

Porchlight’s Mark Parry said: “Unfortunately 
the figures are not a true reflection of the home¬ 
lessness problem in any of the areas. In Thanet, 
for example, we know of far more than one rough 
sleeper.” 

Part of the problem is that the numbers do not 
include the so-called hidden homeless’, those who 
may spend their time staying with friends. 

The issue is often known as ‘sofa-surfing’. 

Mr Parry added: “Rough sleepers also find 
places to sleep that are not obvious to locate due 
to the dangers they face on the streets.” 

He said that the figures collected on the night 


were only a “snapshot” and between July and 
September this year 295 referrals were re¬ 
ceived for the charity’s service, with 60 per cent 
of them rough sleepers. 

A third of all the referrals are aged 18 to 24 
years old. 

Mr Parry said there was “massive demand” for 
help, ranging from those who slept rough, to 
people being released from prison with nowhere 
to go, to those facing imminent eviction. 

The Porchlight charity, formerly called East 
Kent Cyrennians, rolled out its service county¬ 
wide in January. 

Mr Parry said: “The level of support for the 
county, including Thanet, has greatly in¬ 
creased, but it has also served to further show 
the great need of homeless and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple across Kent.”

His spokesman said: “Sir Bob has been in¬ 
formed that he must attend a political arrange¬ 
ment in Doha, Qatar, on November 29.” 

He added: “Sir Bob is very disappointed not 
to be able to be in Margate.” 

The Live Aid man was less then compli¬ 
mentary about the town in an interview for 


Kent County Council’s free Around Kent 
magazine earlier this year. 

He branded it ugly, and his trip to lead the 
switch-on of the lights was seen by many as a 
way of extending an olive branch to people in 
the town. 

Trader Mark Watts said: “It is a disappoint¬ 
ment. That’s a big star to have come along 
and I had expected a lot of people to come 
down for the ceremony, but I can’t say I’m 
that surprised he pulled out, really. It’s a typ¬ 
ical kind of thing to happen for Margate.”

Christmas Day killer 
in psychiatric unit 

A MAN who admitted the manslaughter of his 
grandmother on Christmas Day has been sent 
to a secure psychiatric hospital indefinitely. 

Maxwell Twyman will now only be released 
on the approval of the Ministry of Justice. 

The 25-year-old admitted stabbing 62-year-old 
Valerie Twyman on Christmas Day last year. 

He pleaded guilty to her manslaughter on 
the grounds of 
diminished res¬ 
ponsibility. 

Twyman said 
that the use of 
cannabis was one 
of the factors that 
led him to kill her 
as she lay in her 
bed. 

After the at¬ 
tack Twyman 
went to a family 
member’s home 
and confessed to 
the killing. 

The person he 
confided in then 
notified other 
members of the 
family and went to check on Valerie. They dis¬ 
covered her body on her bedroom floor. 

A post-mortem examination revealed that 
she died as a result of multiple stab wounds. 

Twyman was arrested later that day at an 
address in Ramsgate. He was then taken to 
Margate police station for questioning. 

The investigation was led by Det Insp Trevor 
Fleming, who said: “This tragedy has tom a 
family apart and robbed Valerie’s children and 
grandchildren of precious memories. 

“It also means that no Christmas will pass 
without them thinking about the way in which 
a loving grandmother lost her life. 

“I hope that this result will give the family and 
friends of Valerie Twyman some closure and 
allow them to move forward with their lives.”

How do you see your job? 

My role is to oversee the whole charity and 
breaks down into two main areas - current 
and future projects. For the current projects, I 
monitor the overall quality of the services we 
provide - whether that be hostels for homeless 
people or support to prevent people from 
becoming homeless. I carry out internal 
inspections and make sure reports for funders 
are completed to deadlines. I attend many 
meetings with other agencies such as local 
councils and social services. For future proj¬ 
ects, I work on ideas for developing new serv¬ 
ices to help vulnerable people. 


Q 


What is the most challenging aspect of it? 


A Having enough hours in the day to get 
through everything. This sector is forever 
changing and it’s really important to embrace 
any change, but that’s not always easy. When 
I first started with Porchlight, nine years ago 
as a hostel manager, the charity only had 20 
staff and helped about 60 clients at any one 
time. We now have 100 staff and can support 
more than 500 clients, so things have really 
changed. However, one of the things I enjoy 
most about the job is that it’s varied, interest¬ 
ing and no two days are ever the same. 


Q 


How best can you help people? 

Porchlight helps people in three ways - 
outreach, housing and preventative work. 


Our street outreach team works across Kent 
by finding rough sleepers and helping them 
get housed and access to the basics such as 
health care, food and benefits. We also provide 
supported housing across east Kent - most are 
general hostels for homeless people, but some 
are specialist projects, for example for those 
with mental health issues or for young people. 
Finally, we support people in their own homes 
who are vulnerable to prevent them becoming 
homeless in the first place. 

Q Are there any things which could be changed in law to 
help your work? 

A Funding is always difficult to gain. It would 
be better if longer-term funding was avail¬ 
able, for example some funders will only fund 
for a year, which is problematic in that it can 
take quite a while to set up a project, but if it 
is only for a year it can be hard to retain staff. 
Three-year funding or longer is much easier to 
work with. 

Q What things could be done to better support the people 
with whom you work? 

More understanding from people about 
homelessness and those who are affected 
by it. Sometimes people make a lot of assump¬ 
tions about the people we work with which 
just aren’t true. The clients we work with are 
very diverse - we work with people as young 
as 16 and up to 65 years, men and women. 
Some are from good backgrounds, some are 
not - basically homelessness can happen to 
anyone. 


Q 


How do you feel about the award nomination? 


M I am very excited. I feel honoured to be 
nominated and it’s a chance to get Porch¬ 
light recognised to a wider audience. It’s also 
an excuse to buy a new dress! 

Will you be celebrating? 

I am attending the ceremony with my hus¬ 
band, so I’m sure we’ll be celebrating there 
if I am lucky enough to win. However, just 
going to the ceremony itself will be very excit¬ 
ing and a great opportunity to meet others.

I How do you relax outside work? 


A I belong to a number of amateur dramatic 
groups in east Kent, including the Arden 
Theatre in Faversham and Heme Bay Little 
Theatre. Being in plays is a great way to relax 
and meet new people. I love to read, as well, 
and belong to a book group called Ex Libris. 


Q 


What are your current projects? 


Porchlight is about to open a new accom¬ 
modation project called George Culmer 
Court in Thanet. It’s our first new accommoda¬ 
tion project for over three years, so we are very 
excited. The project is for those with mental 
health issues and is unique in Kent as there 
will be our staff, the Mental Health Tmst staff 
and Housing 21 all working together.

New limits on booze 
cruisers hit county 


BUSINESSES and ports in Kent 
will be hardest hit by a vote in the 
European Parliament that threat¬ 
ens to end the booze cruise trade, 
the leader of the UK Independence 
Party has warned. 

Nigel Farage, a Euro MP for the South East, 
criticised the new guidelines, which would cut 
the amount of cigarettes and alcohol that Brits 
can bring back from the Continent, blaming 
the move on “appalling puritans”. 

Under the rules the tobacco allowance will be 
slashed by almost 90 per cent and drink limits 
by half. “It is tough enough with the fall of the 
pound against the euro,” said Mr Farage. 

“A booze cruise to Calais or Boulogne is a 
good fun day out and very good for Kent, good 
for Kent business and good for the ports. 

“If you take away the cheap fags and booze,

people will not go in big numbers - and who 
does that benefit? 

“It is just these appalling puritans wanting 
to control every aspect of our lives, and people 
will go on smoking and drinking, of course.” 

But those in favour of the guidelines on cross- 
Channel shopping said it would put a stop to 
cheap alcohol and cigarettes being resold. 

In a knife-edge vote last week, 328 MEPs 
were in favour and 319 against the strict new 
guidelines for “personal consumption”. 

Three out of 10 South East Euro MPs, who 
represent Kent, voted in favour of the legis¬ 
lation, which could come into force in two 
years’ time - Caroline Lucas, leader of the 
Green Party, LibDem Sharon Bowles and 
Labour’s Peter Skinner. 

MEPs backed new guidelines of 400 cigar¬ 


ettes, 200 cigarillos and 100 cigars, compared 
with UK Customs limits for returning trav¬ 
ellers of 3,200 cigarettes, 400 cigarillos and 
200 cigars. 

With drink, the European parliament 
defined personal consumption as five litres of 
spirits, 45 litres of wine and 55 litres of beer, as 
opposed to UK Customs guidelines for person¬ 
al consumption as ten litres of spirits, 90 litres 
of wine and 110 litres of beer. 

Mr Farage said he planned to fight the cuts. 

“I think there is going to be intensive 
lobbying against it now. Kent will be hardest 
hit because there is nowhere else you can fea¬ 
sibly go for a day trip to France from.” 

However, a spokeswoman for ferry operator 
P&O said the company did not think the new 
rules would affect trade. “There will still be no 
legal limit on the amount of goods you can 
bring back. They are levels, not limits. They 
are a guide for Customs officers to work by.” 


Gap year travel 
plans could earn 
£1,000 bonus 

A PROJECT entitled gapyearlotto could be 
about to bring a new angle to researching 
student travel. 

Aimed at 17- to 26-year-olds, gapyearlotto. 
com claims to offer a new way to explore the 
world. 

People who register have every click they 
make on the website’s links recorded. 

Each click then acts as a raffle ticket in a 
£1,000 monthly giveaway. 

The project is the work of gap year stu¬ 
dent Charlie Walker. Fed up with using the 
internet at random, he decided to design his 
own programme which focused on showing 
off what different countries had to offer. 

A spokesman said: “So gapyearlotto.com 
was born. Despite the name, a gap year is 
not required to users. 

“They just have to be in the student age 
group and interested in travel. The cash on 
offer can be used to fund the travel that 
someone has researched.” 

The project is in its final stages of comple¬ 
tion, and aims to launch on January 1.

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Campaign signs 
up to save lives

SPEED camera sites are set 
to have posters fixed to them 
spelling out just why they 
are there to slow down 
motorists. 

Amid continued claims that speed 
cameras are installed purely to boost 
revenue streams, the Kent & Medway 
Safety Camera Partnership has 
launched a scheme whereby posters 
show the number of casualties in the 
three years before each camera was 
set up. 

The latest stage of the Speed 
Shatters Life campaign was launched 
this week with head injuries charity 
Headway. 

It is hoped that the green posters 
will highlight just why the cameras 
are necessary. 

The partnership says each safety 
camera acts as a memorial for those 
who have been killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s roads and it 
hopes the current poster campaign 
will make motorists slow down and 
think about their driving, not only at 
camera sites but on all roads in the 
county. 



Katherine Barrett, communications 
officer for the partnership, said: 
“Speed Shatters Life aims to remind 
road-users that cameras have been 
installed to prevent death and serious 
injury on roads in Kent and Medway 
and are not there to make money. 

“Since the partnership launched in 
July 2002, there has been an average 
58 per cent reduction in those killed or 


seriously injured at all our camera 
sites. 

“We hope that on seeing the posters 
motorists will slow down and stick 
within the legal speed limit for every¬ 
one’s safety.” 

Linda Kerley, Headway East Kent 
chief executive, said: “Road traffic 
crashes cause up to 50 per cent of all 
brain injuries and Headway are there¬ 
fore more than happy to work with 
the partnership to help reduce these 
numbers. 

“A brain injury is a hidden disability 
which affects not only the survivor of 
a crash but also their family and 
friends.” 

The Headway East Kent charity 
covers Canterbury, Thanet, Ashford, 
Dover and Folkestone and offers sup¬ 
port and care for those who have sus¬ 
tained a severe head injury, together 
with their families or carers. 

The charity is affiliated to Headway 
- the brain injury association which is 
the only UK charity dedicated to the 
care and reintegration of the head- 
injured into the community.

Youngsters learn 
to junk fast food 


THE majority of youngsters in 
the South East are unaware of 
the effects that eating junk food 
can have, according to a British 
Heart Foundation (BHF) survey 
published on Monday. 

It revealed almost eight out of 
ten children (78 per cent) were 
unaware a shortened life was the 
worst consequence of eating 
badly. Almost half (46 per cent) of 
all eight- to 15-year-olds thought 
the most dangerous side-effects 
of junk food were making them 
put on weight, causing their 
teeth to rot, giving them spots, or 
making them unpopular. 

The charity released the new 
survey results as it launched its 
latest Food4-Thought initiative 
and its new online game, the 
Yoobot, to help children to make 
informed food choices. 

Latest predictions show two- 
thirds of children will be over¬ 


weight or obese by 2050 and 
today’s youngsters may be the 
first generation to live shorter 
lives than their parents. 

Almost a third (31 per cent) of 
10- and 11-year-olds are over¬ 
weight or obese. 

The Yoobot is an online game 
(yoobot.co.uk) which allows child¬ 
ren to play with their future, 
helping them understand the 
long-term effects of a poor diet. 

BHF director of prevention 
and care, Mike Knapton, said: 
“Today’s junk food generation 
are missing the fact that eating 
unhealthily can have dire conse¬ 
quences on long-term health. 

“The Yoobot is an innovative 
way for children to explore the 
effects of eating a diet of junk 
food. It is now more important 
than ever for children to be edu¬ 
cated enough to take control of 
their diets.”

Street athletics is a series of com¬ 
munity-focused events throughout 


the UK in which youngsters are 
invited to race against each other 
over 60 metres. Hadley has impres¬ 
sed with a qualifying time of 7.71 
seconds, although he is determined 
to improve on that. 

Hadley can often be seen training in 
isle parks and running with weights 
on his legs and a small parachute 
trailing behind him to create resist¬ 
ance to help him build stamina. 

He said: “Street athletics is great. 
The whole idea is that it is open to 
anyone and it is about building 


athletics at the grass-roots level.” 

A member of Ashford Athletic 
Club, he has his sights set on step¬ 
ping up his race distance to 100m 
and hopes to one day represent his 
county and then his country. 

He is the record-holder in the 
100m, 200m and long jump at St 
George’s School, Broadstairs, where 
he is in the sixth form. 

St George’s principal Keith 
Rumblo said: ‘Hadley is a really fast 
runner and a good athlete.

Fingers crossed the Turner 
art gallery will be a success 


AT LONG last, this week ground¬ 
works will finally begin on the 
Turner Contemporary Gallery site. 

As a life-long resident and county council 
member for Margate and Cliftonville I wel¬ 
come this long-overdue action and the millions 
of pounds to be invested by several different 
agencies in the town I love. 

However, anyone who knows Margate and 
its residents will also know the three key 
remaining concerns of local people: 

• That this work could all be too little too late. 

• That there will not be anything like 
enough parking for the gallery. 

• The real fear for local ratepayers of being 
left with a ‘white elephant’ that could continue 
to drag down the town for years to come. 

Across Kent, people speak regularly of the 
millions of pounds wasted on the first Turner 
project, but personally I’ve been far more con¬ 
cerned about the wasted years and the devas¬ 
tating effect that has had on my hometown. 

I fear we simply could not afford those long 
periods without any real action and these need¬ 
less delays were quite simply unforgivable. 


The fiasco that surrounded the first Turner 
project, where managers, architects and engi¬ 
neers spent long periods of time and effort 
attempting to convince local people they had a 
strong enough form of concrete to cope with 
the incredibly aggressive environment, only to 
change to an expensively-priced steel con¬ 
struction at the last moment, was sympto¬ 
matic of a scheme running totally out of con¬ 
trol. 

Patronising 

The KCC leadership finds it difficult to 
understand why so many local people are 
indifferent or even against the current Turner 
project, yet several years ago the same 
Conservative administration at County Hall 
in Maidstone gave itself ‘excellent progress’ 
status in relation to the Turner Contemporary. 

That was around the time the first Turner 
project failed and millions of pounds were lost. 

I ask you, how could anyone be anything but 
cynical when the county leadership had 
behaved so patronisingly towards residents? 

With the advent of the second Turner project 
I pushed even harder for local involvement, 


and the KCC administration finally gave us a 
public meeting at the Winter Gardens. 

Even then, the Conservative leader, Paul 
Carter, promised the people of Margate a 
gallery that would “open in 2009 and be built 
for £15 milli on and not a penny more”. 

Now we learn that if we’re lucky it’s going to 
be 2011 and cost more than £17m - and that 
doesn’t include the extra million pounds spent 
by Kent Highways tearing up a perfectly good 
road next to the site. 

I have consistently warned that good parking 
will be a key issue for this project, but no one 
listens and both KCC and TDC appear hell-bent 
on developing the adjacent Rendezvous car park. 

Indeed, they plan to rely on the development 
of the car park as revenue funding towards the 
£2m annual cost of the gallery in the future. 

I think the latest David Chipperfield design is 
very good and, despite the many empty promis¬ 
es and continuing concerns, I still look forward - 
with fingers firmly crossed - in the hope that the 
gallery will be a success. 

We really should be celebrating the grand 
opening of the gallery this week, not just the 
overdue start of groundworks.

Commuters can't 
take a price hike 

Open letter to Charles Horton, of 
the Southeastern train company: 
It is intimated to me in this place 
that my constituent commuters 
and others travelling from 
Margate, Westgate, Birchington 
and Heme Bay to London are 
once again likely to face the 
imposition of a considerably 
above-average rail fare increase 
for the coming year. 

If that is so then it will be the 
third year in succession in which 
passengers from East Kent will 
be asked to pay for a domestic 
service that is diminishing and 
for a 'high-speed’ line to a 
terminus that they do not wish 
to arrive at. Such a situation 
would be intolerable and could, 
in the present economic climate, 
even lead to civil disobedience. 

Your company’s website 
indicates that “New high speed 
trains from Kent to St Pancras 
International will dramatically 
reduce journey times”. 

For those travelling from, say, 
Birchington to work in Whitehall, 
Westminster, Victoria or the City 
the total journey times (including 
underground) are likely to be 
appreciably longer and the costs 
appreciably higher still. 

I do not regard that as offering 
the “faster more convenient link 
to London” your website suggests 
and nor can I see it will “greatly 
benefit the Kent region and 
transform business in the area”. 

Only real investment in the 
upgrading of the line between 
Ashford and Thanet, and the 
creation of a Parkway station, 
will make a significant difference 
to the prospects of east Kent and 
to date I detect no sign that 
either South East Trains or 
Network Rail are prepared to 


make that commitment. You are, 

I think, in danger of loading the 
costs so heavily against rail and 
so far in favour of the single 
passenger travelling from east 
Kent to London by car that your 
increases will prove dangerously 
counter-productive. 

I would welcome your 
assurance that this year’s 
increase will be at or below the 
3.3 per cent plus inflation at July 
or, if this is not your present 
plan, urge you to think again. My 
constituents cannot bear yet 
another unrealistic burden. 

I am, because of the 
importance of this issue, making 
my concerns known to the media.

LEONARDO DiCaprio 
has come a long way from 
being the 23-year-old 
heartthrob who sparked 
teenage mania in the 
blockbusting tearjerker 
Titanic. 

Ten years on he still has the 
same youthful good looks, which 
today are partially covered with a 
little beard, and he still draws a 
screaming crowd to premieres, 
but he’s a far more serious actor. 

He campaigns about the envi¬ 
ronment, is politically outspoken 
and chooses his roles carefully. 

When we meet to discuss his 
latest film, Body Of Lies, at a 
swish London hotel, it’s just days 
after Barack Obama’s historic US 
presidential election victory and 
DiCaprio is clearly thrilled. 

“I was in Rome [on election day]. 
I stayed up all night and watched 
the results come in and it was an 
overwhelming, resounding victory 
for our fantastic new president. I 
couldn’t be more excited,” he says. 

Appropriately, Body Of Lies 
deals with the very real ramifica¬ 
tions of the outgoing President 
George W Bush’s ‘war on terror’ in 
the Middle East. 

DiCaprio plays Roger Ferris, a 
CIA agent on the ground, spying 
on terrorist cells, while a fattened- 
up Russell Crowe plays Ed 
Hoffman, who plans Ferris’ opera¬ 
tions from his laptop back home 
in the USA. 

The 34-year-old said: “In a tur¬ 
bulent time like this, when the US 
is occupying the Middle East, 
here you have a highly trained 
CIA operative who’s very effective 
at what he does, he’s forged valu¬ 
able relationships in the Middle 
East but he’s not looking for that 


quick fix, the appearance of victo¬ 
ry, he’s looking for long-term solu¬ 
tions and he’s trying to respect 
the culture and reach a positive 
result. Meanwhile his country is 
constantly undermining him and 
usurping his intelligence and I 
feel like my character was operat¬ 
ing in a higher moral context than 
his country would like him to, and 
that’s fascinating for me. 

“He also goes on a long journey 
where he isn’t beholden to any 
country or idealistic thought or 
political regime, and he doesn’t 


necessarily believe in the war. 
What a great character to be able 
to play, certainly at a time like 
this.” 

You could almost believe that 
DiCaprio was talking about him¬ 
self or the new US administra¬ 
tion. 

“There’s a lot of differences 
between the old administration 
and the new one,” he says. 

“Obama’s been very vocal about 
wanting to stop the war in the 
Middle East and the American 
people have spoken in droves

about that as well. What’s been 
beautiful for me, going on this 
film tour, is to see how supportive 
the rest of the world has been 
about Obama winning. 

“It’s really a special time in my 
life to watch this historic event 
and it’s been more profound that I 
ever imagined.” 

In January, DiCaprio will team 
up with Titanic co-star Kate 
Winslet again in the Oscar-tipped 
Revolutionary Road, directed by 
Winslet’s husband, Sam Mendes. 

But rather than recapturing the 
star-crossed lovers on the doomed 
ship, DiCaprio and Winslet play a 
young couple in 1950s America, 
struggling to make their relation¬ 
ship work. 

“She’s one of my best friends 
and we’ve been in communication 
a lot since Titanic. This project 
sort of came out of nowhere, it was 
one she had secretly been devel¬ 
oping,” he explains. 

“We both knew the territory 
very well and all the stuff that 
would come with us working 
together again, but this was a 
unique piece of material. For a 
relationship movie, this was dia¬ 
metrically opposed to what we 
had done before.”

WE’RE pretty lucky here in Kent: 
we can genuinely boast some beau¬ 
tiful countryside, some great res¬ 
taurants and decent days out. 

All in all it’s a good place to live. 

And when we want to get away for a few 
days, we are surely the best-placed in Britain: 
Europe is just 22 miles away. 

I never understand why people subject 
themselves to a day driving to Devon or 
Cornwall only to face endless jams and over¬ 
priced food. 

Heading across the Channel has always 
seemed the better option to me. 

Two hours on a ferry and you are in a charm¬ 
ing foreign country and, if the mood takes you, 
you can be in a Mediterranean cafe in less 
time than it takes you to drive to a Cornish 
beach in summer. 

And for a short break, France has always 
offered the people of Kent a lot. 

I’d forgotten what Dunkirk was like. It’s 
right on our doorstep, really, but over the years 
I have missed it because I’ve either turned 
right at the port heading for Le Touquet or 
Normandy, or if I have tinned left I’ve general¬ 
ly been heading for Germany or farther east. 

NorfolkLine ferries out of Dover will take 
you to Dunkirk port in two hours for just £19 
if you choose your time right. 

Well, the port’s not actually in Dunkirk; the 
town’s another 11km east, but don’t miss the 
charming little town of Gravelines, which is 
actually much closer and definitely worth a visit. 

A walled town surrounded by canals, it has 
markets twice a week, pretty architecture and 
my meal in Le Harlequin restaurant near the 
seafront ranks in my top ten seafood meals... 
ever. 

Dunkirk, though, is a bustling town which 
still feels prosperous and balances nicely its

historic past and industrial present with the 
shopping and restaurants that are demanded 
by visitors. 

After a few days in France the only thing I 
ever miss is a decent cup of tea, so I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find a really lovely tearoom, 
La Palmeraie. 

It’s decorated with an African jungle theme, 
tucked away just off the main shopping centre, 
and it is popular with locals of all ages who 
popped for a cup of Darjeeling or Earl Grey (or 
about a dozen other types), along with a crepe 
or gaufre (a pancake or waffle respectively). 

Dunkirk has a lot of history. Founded in the 
8th century, it is still France’s third most 
important port (and, I learned, the very last 
city to be liberated in 1945). 

Damn, I was determined not to mention 
1940, Operation Dynamo or the Little Ships, 
so I won’t - but be assured the town has not 
forgotten. 

History goes back way before the wars, 
though, so look out for Jean Bart. You won’t miss 
him, there’s a huge statue in the centre of town. 


Bart’s successes, there is a special exhibition 
until January: The Story of the Liner. 

Dunkirk made 11 between 1914 and 1966 
and the museum shows models with mock-up 
cabins and uniforms. But the jewel for me is the 
24-minute colour promotional film from 1953. A 
true insight into the time, complete with period 
racial stereotyping and everyone smoked (well, 
they were French). 

Nowadays smoking 
indoors is banned and 
the social character of 
France has changed 
slightly. But for a cou¬ 
ple of days, the town 
offers a convenient 
taste of France on our 
doorstep.

'Tenants can 
look beyond 
social sector' 

HOUSING minister Margaret Beckett 
has distanced herself from reports that 
the Government is considering scrap¬ 
ping lifetime social tenancies, but she 
has said she would like to see people try 
to move into the private sector. 

Speaking at a seminar organised by 
The Smith Institute think tank, Mrs 
Beckett described the housing reform 
green paper on social housing as “very 
much a work in progress”. 

She said: “I’ve made no decision, and 
nor has any minister, on the content and 
timing of the green paper. 

“We’ve made substantial improve¬ 
ments to the housing stock, [but] we’ve 
not been nearly so good in investing in 
people who are living in these homes.” 

And Mrs Beckett indicated that she 
wanted to encourage social tenants or 
would-be social tenants to look beyond 
social housing to the private sector. 

“If people could find greater stability 
and security in the private rented sector, 
or could take advantage of low-cost 
home ownership, then maybe fewer 
would think social housing was their 
only option,” she said. 

Charity alarmed by 
economic distress 

EIGHTY per cent of those who took part 
in a recent survey want the Government 
to be more active in helping homeown¬ 
ers at risk of having their homes repos¬ 
sessed to combat the risk of people being 
forced on to the streets this winter. 

The poll, for homeless 
charity St Mungo’s, 
also found 52 per cent 
of Britons are con¬ 
cerned about their 
financial situation and 
more are now cutting 
down their spending on 
gas, electricity, heating 
and food. 

‘We are witnessing a 
downturn in the econo¬ 
my that is being felt at 
all levels of society,” said St Mungo’s 
chief executive Charles Fraser. 

“The Government needs to act quickly 
if we are to avoid a sharp increase of 
rough sleepers on the streets.” 


THE economic situation could 
mean a new approach for profes¬ 
sionals selling homes, according to 
experts. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors says the business of typical ‘old- 
style’ estate agents has hit a 30-year low, sell¬ 
ing an average of just one home a week. 

Property auctions have usually been regard¬ 
ed as a surefire way of getting rid of homes 
that are difficult to shift, but one last month 
involved 74 lots of homes and land - and 
received just three bids and no sales. 

While some vendors are now adopting 
unusual tactics, from staging raffles to throw¬ 
ing in free cars or holidays with their homes, a 
few pioneering estate agents are considering 
revolutionising the way they sell properties. 

Lauristons estate agency is now charging a 
£999 flat fee for selling a home instead of the

two per cent to three per cent charged by most 
of its high street rivals, saving prospective sell¬ 
ers of average priced properties as much as 
£ 8 , 000 . 

“The market’s changing and the current eco¬ 
nomic climate means it probably won’t be the 
same in the future,” warned the firm’s sales 
and marketing director, Steve Truman. 

Thomley Groves, a traditional estate agency 
chain, has bought 25 per cent of Brightsale, a 
pioneering online estate agency. 

Brightsale has no physical ‘branch’. Its 
trained negotiators instead advise sellers on 
how to handle buyers, and will arrange floor 
plans, photographs and brochures. The fee, if a 
home sells, is 0.5 per cent, or only a sixth of the 
levy by many conventional agents. 

We’d been searching for a way to bring 


estate agencies into the 21st century. Clients 
love what we do but in the internet era they 
expect more,” said Thomley Groves managing 
director Michael Groves. 

“Estate agencies have a long way to go to 
harness the power of the internet for the ben¬ 
efit of their customers.” 

Two other estate agents are trying a differ¬ 
ent idea - swapping houses. Lynn Thompson 
and Chris Tinsley run separate agencies but 
have joined forces to try to ‘match’ sellers, who 
are encouraged to swap properties of equal 
value, or trade up or down and pay the differ¬ 
ence 

While some of these pioneering efforts may 
fall by the wayside when the housing market 
picks up - business consultancies and agents 
themselves suggest 2010 as the earliest date 
that will happen - at least a few of these 
schemes may last long enough to become 
mainstream as house selling changes.

Asda sparks price war 
by cutting petrol costs 

SUPERMARKET giant Asda has 
reignited the fuel price war by lowering 
its petrol prices to 90.9p per litre. 

It is Asda’s tenth consecutive cut since 
July and brings prices to their lowest 
level since April 2007. The price of diesel 
has been reduced to 105.9p per litre. 

With the price of crude oil continuing 
to fall, other retailers will be under pres¬ 
sure to follow Asda's lead. 

The price of a barrel has dropped to 
barely 50 US dollars (£33), from almost 
$150 (£100) in early July. 

Car giants beg for cash 

THE three biggest US carmakers have 
pleaded with Congress for a $25 billion 
lifeline to save their once-proud compa¬ 
nies from collapse. 

“Our industry... a bridge to span the 
financial chasm that has opened up 
before us,” said General Motors’ chief 
Rick Wagoner. 

Chrysler chief Robert Nardelli, added 
that a bailout would be “the least costly 
alternative” when compared with dam¬ 
age from bankruptcy. 

But Republican Senators argues that 
“inefficient production” and “costly 
labour agreements” have put the US 
carmakers at a disadvantage against 
foreign rivals.

Ford changes into top 
gear with new Fiesta 


HAVING done more than anyone 
to make the supermini popular 
in the UK after launching the 
original Fiesta in 1976, Ford then 
rested on its laurels. 

The company will say the newly-launched 
replacement is the ‘Mark VII’, but it is really 
only the fourth generation. 

Ford has turned Fiesta facelifts into an art 
form and even managed to spin-off the guts of 
one version to create the underpinnings of the 
original Ka. You just have to admire such 
salesmanship and nerve, though it helps when 
you are market leader and have a vice-like grip 
on the fleet sector. 

But times are changing: the nation wants to 
downsize and cut costs and emissions while 
Ford would like to ease out of the cut-throat 
business sector, move upmarket and woo 
private buyers. 

The US car giant is also looking outside 
the Fiesta’s traditional UK and Europe strong¬ 
hold, to create a global supermini with all the 
consequent economies of scale. 

So, instead of dithering with a facelift of the

then all-new - but not especially loved - 2002 
Fiesta, Ford has gone for another fresh start. 

And it’s an impressive one. 

Physically, the car is the same scale as before, 
rather than a ‘super-supermini’ like the 
Peugeot 207 and Renault Clio, perhaps to 
protect sales of the bigger Focus. 

Nevertheless, I thought the knee room good, 
though lofty passengers will just have to lump 
it, for the terrific coupe roofline common to both 
body styles. 

Styling inside is typically well-arranged and 
quality and durability is top-notch, but the 
drive clinches the deal for me; a well-judged 
balance between typically sharp handling 
and ride, light yet responsive steering and a 
terrific gearshift. 

It is a tough call deciding the engine though. I 
like the all-round competence of the 1.4 TDCi 
diesel, but the frugal road tax-exempt/low emis¬ 
sion 1.6TDCi diesel ECOnetic is due in January. 

Then again, do not ignore the petrol models; 
they are so quiet and frugal that they could be 
your best buy if petrol versus diesel pump 
prices still diverge and your mileages are only 
average.

Innovative changes 
to support network 

■ BYTONYPATEY 

A HUGE shake-up of the publicly- 
funded business support structure 
across the South East is to take 
place over the next two years. 

A new network of eight so-called ‘innovation 
and growth teams’ is being set up across the 
region. One will be in Kent, but the exact loc¬ 
ation has yet to be decided. 

Teams - being generated by the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda) - will 
focus on regional growth areas and will merge, 
under one umbrella, a range of business sup¬ 
port activities. 

It’s all part of the Government’s wide- 
ranging agenda to reduce the number of 
publicly-funded business support schemes and 
simplify the system by 2010. 

Each of the nation’s regional development 
agencies is working out its own programme 
and the team idea is Seeda’s own approach. 

In the South East, there will be a greater 
emphasis on the role of Business Link, and 
Seeda is inviting applications from sub¬ 
regional partnerships to form teams. 

Seeda says the initiative will give a broader 
approach to promoting innovation and growth. 

Teams will target support on potentially 
high-growth businesses, in comparison with 
the county’s enterprise hub network, which 
focuses on early-stage entrepreneurial individ¬ 
uals and companies to help bring ideas to mar¬ 
ket quickly and profitably. 

Kent’s hubs are based in Canterbury, 

Sittingboume and Medway, but the idea is 
that the new teams will have more resources 
at their disposal. 

A Seeda statement said: “Teams will be 
working with ambitious companies that are 
further along the development path and are 
aiming to make step changes in terms of their 
growth.” 

Marilyn Huckerby, head of Seeda’s business 
innovation and growth, said: “It will represent 
better use of expertise, knowledge and best 
practice, and accelerate business through the

growth stages from start-up to corporate.” 

She said the teams would “focus intensive 
support on a relatively small number of busi¬ 
nesses”. Each team will work with 250 com¬ 
panies at any one time. 

Firms with growth potential will be picked 
where there is some perceived barrier or chal¬ 
lenge holding them back and referrals would 
take place via Business Link through a range 
of initial avenues. 

She added: “The new definition of innovation 
is broader in order to better target high 
growth potential. It doesn’t just cover high- 
technology products, but also new ways of 
doing things. 

“The end-game is to generate more revenue 
from new or significantly improved products 
and services.” 

Will the idea save any money? Seeda said: 
“The development of the teams is not about 
saving money. It is about bringing together the 


funding that was going into a number of differ¬ 
ent high-growth business support activities so 
it can be targeted more effectively and can be 
used to catalyse additional services and sup¬ 
port from local partners and stakeholders. 

“The economies of scale that this generates 
mean that more money can be diverted to 
those companies with significant potential.” 

Sub-regional partnerships will be private 
and public local organisations. Seeda says 
each will be led by a so-called business cham¬ 
pion and will involve universities, research 
centres, Business Link, local authorities and, 
where appropriate, business associations such 
as the Institute of Directors and chambers of 
commerce. 

Interestingly, they can also be concerned 
with “developing innovative solutions to local 
economic issues, for example transport, ageing 
population and where businesses and public 
sector could work together”.

Margate are believed to have a debt of about 
£110,000 and are applying for a Company 
Voluntary Arrangement in a bid to pay off the 
debt to HM Revenue & Customs. 

The club’s directors have now installed for¬ 
mer Wales manager Terry Yorath as the Blues’ 
full-time boss and he had instant success at 
the weekend as Margate earned three points 
with two late goals against Hendon.
